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Thk Proposed Tax ox Tobacco.— We pub- 
lished several days ago a very able and con- 
vincing report on this subject, made by a 
committee of tobacco manufacturers and deal- 
ers in our city. The St. Louis Republican 
republishes this report, with the following re- 
parks: “All the main points against the 

proposed tax are well considered in thi3 
report of the Louisville Committee. There is 
one other, however, on which the Washington 
authorities who favor the tax have laid some 
stress, and that is easily disposed of. They 
say that tobacco yields now something over 
$3,000,000, that frauds in the article have 
been heavy, and that the revenue ought to 
have been $ 6 , 000 , 000 . We do not believe 
that frauds have been greater in this than 
in other articles, but there can be no 
harm, if they have occurred, in prevent- 
ing their repetition and collecting the 
fax closely. But tw6nty cents per pound 
on leaf will be equivalent to a prohi- 
bition of its growth, and make the revenue 
from such source far less than all the frauds 
charged, combined with the present compara- 
tively low levy. It would be an anomaly in- 
deed to find farmers grow the article at a 
cost of twenty dollars per hundred and sell at 
t«D. With such a manifestly losing result 
away would go our home crops and all reve- 
nues to Government with them. When a 
tax of but two cents per pound lessens our 
own exports and stimulates foreign produc- 
tion, it is an absurdity of folly to talk of in- 
creasing the tax tenfold, and multiplying by 
ten times the burden upon American tobacco 
growers. 

“The dealers and manufacturers of this city 
should lose no time in imitating the protest 
o^i'uc Louisvillejmerchants; and, a9the Legis- 
fiure of that State is soon to follow up that 
ction with a formal memorial to Congress on 
the subject, we respectfully recommend a co- 
operative course to our Representatives at 
Jefferson City.” We hope the recommenda- 
tion of our St. Louis contemporary will be 
promptly complied with ; the interest at stake 
calls for th e step. 

■Another Gcerilua Raid. — We learn 
from the Mt. Pleasant (W. V.) Register, that 
on Saturday night a band of guerillas, num- 
bering about 150, under the command of one 
Isjor Nowning, entered Winfield, Putnam 
county, and captured W. H. Shaw, the sheriff 
of that county, stole some ten or twelve 
horses, broke open a store belonging to Mr. 
George Cox, taking and des^ying goods to 
the amount of from $l,00Wi $1,500, Af- 
ter stealing and destroying everything they 
could find iu Winfield, they crossed the river 
to Red Honse. They entered the telegraph 
office, took all the ink, pens, paper, envel- 
opes, &c., they could find, but did not disturb 
the “battery;” they then cat the telegraph 
wire in one or two places, and concluded 
their depredations at Red House by taking 
all the valuable horses they could find; they 
recrossed the river to Winfield, and about 2 
o’clock retreated by the way they came, un- 
molested. 

Captcre or a Noted Guerilla. — Lieut. 
John H. D. Holmes was captured last week 
near Bulltown, in Western Virginia, and 
brought to Wheeling on Monday, where he 
was incarcerated in the Military Prison. 
When captured he gave his rank as a private, 
but aftewards claimed to be a lieutenant. 
Holmes has for the past year been a great an- 
noyance to our forces at Bulltown and Weston. 
BeiDg well acquainted with the country, he, 
^■wiih his company, made Beveral dashes at the 
s, and often succeeded in making them 
protrmble. 

The Atlantic and Great Western Railway 
has been completed to Galiion, Ohio, forming 
a connection with the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne, 
and Chicago at Mansfield, and the Bellefon- 
taine and Indianapolis at Galiion. The At- 
tttic and Great Western Railway already 
run through cars from New York to Cleve- 
land via the Erie Railway. 

Food for Locals — Punch’s Almanac for 
1804 has a picture of a couple of young ladies, 
one of whom looks up from a new book and 
says: “Yes, dear, I’ve got the last one down, 

and its perfectly delicious. A man marries 
his grandmother — fourteen persons are pois- 
oned by a young and beautiful girl — forgeries 
by the dozen — robberies, hangings — in fact, 
full of delightful horrors.”

Tub Gamblers in St. Louis. — The excite- 
ment still continues in St. Louis. The Dem- 
ocrat of Saturday has the following: 

There is great tribulation among the gam- 
blers of the city. The seizure of the princi- 
pal ealoons by Gen. Fisk, and his threat to 
arrest and banish the whole fraternity, have 
alarmed the minions of Mercury, and yester- 
day forty of them took their departure for 
distant parts. As these migrating bipeds 
were passing down the street in omnibuses, 

■ on their way to the railroad depot, they 
Mpccd to see General Fisk, and they lifted 
thi^hpls and sainted him with three cheers 
aDd a tiger— the tiger being given with a 
growl. 

We understand there was a meeting of the 
-big-bug gamblers night before last, at which 
*it was proposed to banish all the “ropers” 
from the city, and dispense with the service 
of stool-pigeons. Bob O'Bienis, we are told, 
offered twenty-five dollars for a list of all the 
“ropers” in town. 

Yesterday General Fisk appropriated the 
rooms of Leard & Mead, 87 Olive street, to the 
uses of the Contraband Relief Society, and the 
three story building of O’Bienis A Saunders 
was turned over to the Union Aid Society. 
He also removed the inmates of a house on the 
south side of Green street, between Seventh 
and Eighth, and set it apart for a hospital for 
the Ladies’ Union Aid Society. 

The other gambling houses will be disposed 
of in a short time. These measures of Gener- 
al Fisk have caused a deal of discussion among 
spotting characters and their legal advisers, 
but, as martial law is in force, there is no pro- 
priety in talking about appeals to the court. 
Jfittr arma silent leges. 

A Man Baked to Death. — The Newark 
{New Jersey) Journal records the following: 

On Saturday last a man named David Win- 
ston, employed in Stengel's patent leather 
manufactory, Plane street, was missed from 
his work, and it was supposed that he had left 
the premises. On Tuesday an unpleasant 
smell was noticed in the vicinity of a large 
heated chamber, and on Wednesday the smell 
increasing in offensiveness, one of the men in 
the factory entered the archway to ascertain 
the cause, and there discovered the body of 
Winston reclining against the wall. The 
chamber was too hot to allow of the immedi- 
ate removal of the remains, but it was evident 
that the unfortunate man bad been literally 
baked to death. He had probably gone in far 
the purpose of warming himself, and was so 
overpowered by the heat as tef be unable to 
find his way out. The oven was cooled off 
yesterday afternoon and the body removed 
from its awful tomb. 

Negro Raid. — The Columbus (Ky.) War 
Eagle says: 

Last Tuesday a numier of negro soldiers 
■went, with guns, to the bouse of the widow 
' miles from town, and helped them- 

Tves to chickens, turkeys, and other things; 
they also shot a hog that was in the yard. No 
one was in the house except a woman, who 
was so much frightened that she could not do 
anything. 

Before the robbers left, however, a man ar- 
rived, who remonstrated with them, and then 
■went into the house, upon which the negroes 
discharged their pieces, firing several shots 
into the building, bat, fortunately, injuring 
mo one. This is an outrage for which there 
can be no excuse, and we hope to see the per- 
petrators of it well punished. There must 
have been some negligence on the part of the 
officers of these men, or they would not have 
been permitted to go out on such an expedi- 
tion armed and equipped. We learn that sev- 
eral of the negroes hav been arrested. 



|@“The following is the close of an able 
communication in the Lexington Observer 
and Reporter: 

I am one of those who believe that the sun 
•>ver shone upon so wicked and causeless a 
•rebellion as this in which the Southern- States 
are engaged; and I do believe profoundly that 
this rebellion will be put down. I believe 
the great interests at stake demand it shall be 
put down, even at thecostof the whole power 
and resources of the country. But I do pro- 
foundly believe that this consummation, so 
desirable, might have been attained long 
since had wisdom and prudence ruled the 
counsels of this country. 

Instead of proclamations of emancipation, 
and edicts of confiscation, had the Union feel- 
ing among the people of the South been fos- 
tered and encouraged, and the vengeauce of 
the Government been levelled at the heads of 
the guilty leaders, we should have soon seen 
a divided South; and, a9 our army advanced 
in their conquests, State after State would 
now, redeemed from the tyranny of their rul- 
ers, be ready to return to their proper place 
in the Union. 

It is vain to repine at what can’t be reme- 
died. But the future — this year of 1864 on 
which .we are just entering — is full of mo- 
mentous interest to the country. Every citi- 
zen, however bumblo, in this great Republic 
has a duty to perform. And he is expected, 
as he loves his country, as ha loves liberty 
above bis property or his life, ‘faithfully to 
discharge that duty. The times are calcu- 
lated to try men; they who do not believe 
that the course of the Government is best 
calculated to put down the rebellion, and who 
desire a change of rulers and a change of 
policy, must expect to be threatened and 
called hard names. 

It has never seemed to me proper or becom- 
ing to indulge in personal denunciation of 
those in authority ; but the manly and fear- 
less discussion of their acts is the-priviiege of 
a free people. That the rebellion must be put 
down most now agree, but as to the best 
method of obtaining that object there are 
many opinions. While Mr'. Lincoln was fresh 
in office a forbearance towards act3 which 
we could not approve seemed proper. But 
the time approaches when the people. will be 
called to pees upon those acts. It is right and 
proper they shall be canvassed. 

I do believe that the South must in the end 
be subdued even if the party now iu power 
shall be continued in power, and the present 
policy be still pursued. But it will be after 
ieng years of conflict, and perhaps, the white 
race shall have been exterminated, the black 
destroyed; when the nation shall be left ex- 
hausted and bankrupt, and every family in 
the land in mourning for those who were 
dearest to them. Then and not till theu will 
the appetite of Wendell Phillips and company 
be fully satisfied. When, turn where they 
n ay, they may everywhere be reminded of 
the roll of the prophet which was written 
within and without, and wherein was writ- 
ten lamentation and mourning and woe. 

Such a policy mast keep the South united, 
aDd while they are united nothing less than 
the overwhelming force of the government 
can destroy their power. It i3 now mmifest, 
what was long concealed, that the war is to be 
waged not solely for restoring the Union but 
for the extinction of slavery, under the ab- 
surd allegation that as slavery is the cause of 
the rebellion there can be no lasting piace till 
it is destroyed. 

The future destiny of the black popula- 
tion on this continent is one of those deep, 
dark, and bidden things incomprehensible to 
human foresight. Whether it be they are 
doomed to enduring and hopeless slavery, or 
whether, in the future conflict of the races, 
they are to he destroyed, or else perhaps to 
take up their long wanderings southward to 
kindred skies, until they shall find rest on 
the banks of the Amazon or the Orinoco, we 
cannot tell. God only knows. One thing 
vi e do know, that servitude, even the hardest, 
is a blessing compared with the cruel kind- 
ness of the abolitionists. This is now made 
manifest in the sufferings cruel and shocking 
of the freed people of the South. 

Until we have clearer light would it not be 
better just to leave the institution where we 
f< nod it?— where onr fathers placed it? To 
those who have chosen it and to their de- 
scendants let ns leave all iia blessings and all 
its perils. God in his providence may in the 
future point out to them some safe and clear 
way of dealing with it. It does aot concern 
those of the Norlh; they should only “stand 
and wait.” 

It is certain sow the matter is beyond the 
power and management of the Goterament, 
end if their policy is persisted in the problem 
will indeed be solved, but it will be in a man- 
ner at which humanity will stand aghast in 
the total destruction of this fated race in this 
country. 

But what cares the abolitionist for this, so 
he bumbles the proud clave owner? But we 
would ask, is there not a speedier, a surer, 
and lees costly method of putting down the 
.rebellion than that now adopted? Let the 
war be continued with all the power of the 
Government, but solely for the purpose of re- 
storing the Union. Let the rebel armies be 
d-stroyed and the power of the leaders broken, 
aDd the galling tyranny with which they have 
oppressed their people be removed.

Tbeir independence once gained, there would 
le no reconstruction. The leaders went off 
to break up the Union, and on no possible 
terms would they willingly return. 

But I will not give up the hope that the 
Union will ere long be restored; and that a 
glorious future awaits still the "mode! Re- 
public." We are passing through a fiery or- 
deal.

OHIO, PENNSYLVANIA, AND MAINE— MES- 
SAGES OF THE GOVERNORS OF iHOSE 
STATES. 

OHIO. 

The financial affairs of the State were never 
in better condition. The advances to the 
General Government amount to $153,346 03, 
and of the public debt $676,752 68 have been 
paid, yet there remained in the treasury to the 
credit of the general revenue fund, on the 15th 
of November last, $423,786 91. All taxes have 
been promptly paid. 

ComW-ning the escape of John Morgan, tlm 
Governor says it was due to the want of 
proper vigilance on the part of those intrusted 
with the custody of the prisoners, and “that 
this negligence arose entirely from a misun- 
derstanding between the United States mili- 
tary authorities at this post and the officers in 
charge of the institution.” 

It is recommended that the banka of the 
State be given all reasonable facilities for 
closing the business of their institutions — with 
tefercnce to the National Banking system. 

The board for the examination of claims 
agaiast the State, growing out of the war, 
has partially performed its work. Claims to 
the amount of $136,014 18 have been pre- 
sented, and the board has passed upon $83,- 
161 73, and of this amount has allowed 
$38,746 70. 

Large claims will be presented growing out 
of the Morgan raid. The estimated pay due to 
the militia whocameoutunder the Governor’s 
proclamation is $250,000; damages committed 
by the enemy, $495,000; losses and damages 
by our own troops, $152,000. About $200,000 
has been paid the militia on the recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary of War, and is consid- 
ered only an advance to the General Govern- 
ment. 

That everything of interest relating to the 
gallant men who have been or may be en- 
gaged in the military service of our country 
may be collected und perpetuated, the Gov- 
ernor recommends for that purpose the estab- 
lishment of a bureau, to be known as the 
Bureau of Military Statistics. These statis- 
tics should contain the name, age, and place 
of residence of every officer and private who 
in any way engaged in the service; the date 
of his enlistment; the company and regiment 
to which he belonged; the term of service; 
the time and reason for his discharge; wheth- 
er killed or wounded in battle; fond the time 
and place ot death and burial of those who 
may die in service. This duty can well be 
performed by the Surgeon General of the 
State; and, as much of the information will 
have to be gathered from the records of the 
several hospitals, can, perhaps, better be per- 
formed by him than by any other officer. 

The pay agents have received from soldiers 
in the field and deposited in the State Trea- 
sury for distribution in tbeir families $961,- | 
842 81, without cost to their friends. The tax 
for the support of the families of soldiers 
should be increased from one to two mille on 
the dollar, and the families of colored soldiers 
should be included. About 30,000 families 
require relief, and will receive about $60 each. 

Ohio has raised during the past year 15,000 
soldiers, making the total of troops from the 
State 200,671, which have been promptly 
raised, and with comparatively little trouble 
and expense to the National Government. < 
PENNSYLVANIA. 

The total indebtedness of the State amounts 
to thirty-nine and a half millions. Hitherto 
the State has paid its interest in coin or its 
equivalent; bat the Governor recommends the 
careful and immediate consideration by the 
Legislature ot the subject, and express the 
opinion that the Commonwealth will have 
fulfilled her obligations by providing for the 
payment of interest in the currency of the 
Government. Redeems the policy of paying 
coin to foreign and currency to domestic loan- 
holders as wholly unwise and founded on no 
legitimate principle. Among other financial 
recommendations is a tax on the gross re- 
ceipts of all railroad, canal, and mining com- 
panies. 

Alluding to the recent, invasion of the State 
the Governor returns thanks to New York 
aDd New Jersey for their prompt assistance. 

He invites the attention of the Legislature 
to the deplorable condition of the loyal people 
ot East Tennessee. 

He renews bis recommendation for the re- 
vision of the militia law, and trusts that a 
reasonable time will be allowed for the State’s 
quota to be filled with volunteers. The State 
has already sent 277,409 men to the field for 
general and special service. 

. MAINE. 

Governor Cony, in his message, recom- 
mends an increased S ate tax, the passage of 
an effective militia law, attention to educa- 
tional interests, attention to agricultural col- 
leges, the appointment of a commission to 
classify public lands, thinks the practice of 
granting lands in parcels injurious, and calls 
attention to the existing laws relative to cap- 
ital punishment. Twelve convicts are now 
in the State prison under the penalty of death, 
and murder is alarmingly increasing. He 
recommends making it imperative on the 
Executive to issue death warrants up- 
on the expiration of the year of grace; 
recommends that the soldiers in the 
field be allowed the right of suffrage; says 
further legislation is necessary relative to the 
reciprocity treaty, the benefits of which are 
all on the side of the provincials. The dream 
of trade is over, and the treaty has signally 
failed in eliciting the good feeling of our ter- 
ritorial neighbors. A railroad to the north- 
eastern frontier is necessary as a means of de- 
fence. The construction of such road cau 
only be accomplished by a combination of 
private enterprise and public aid, either State 
or national. Some tnorasoandy mnansof oora- 
mnnication should be devised to reach our 
e astern frontier near Calais.

Thr Union Pacific Railroad.— We stated 
some time ago, on the authority of the con- 
tractors of the Union Pacific Railroad, that 
the portion of that line between Kansas City, 
Missouri, and Lawrence, Kansas, would hi in 
actual operation by the 1st of January. We 
barn from Kansas City that thi3 expectation 
bt<8 not yet been fulfilled. The cause is one 
which no human ingenuity and labor could 
have oveicome. The rigorous weather of 
the latter part of December arrested the con- 
tractors in the midst of their work, and de- 
prived them of the means for its further pros- 
ecution. A portion of the iron for the road 
was on the steamboat Majors when she was 
ficzeninand prevented from reaching Kansas 
City, aDd the remainder, together with the 
h ccmotivee and cars for the road, is at St. 
Jcsepb, whence it cannot be carried to Kansas 
City, on account of the suspension of naviga- 
tion. Nevertheless the contractors are not 
idle. The getting out of the ties and tele- 
graph poles, the building of bridges and cul- 
vt rt9, is beiDg rapidly propecuted. -They are 
advertising for ties for the secoud section of 
forty miles. As soon as the winter breaks up, 
the grading for the second forty miies will be 
in mediately and vigorously entered upon;

Army of the Potomac, Jan. 15. 

It appears that the Hon. John Minor Bolts 
has heen urged to accept the appointment of 
Senator ‘front Virginia in the Congress at 
Washington. Also that be has written in re- 
sponse stating his willingness to accept the 
honor- intended to be conferred, hoping that 
the time is not far distant when he can stand 
as tbe conciliatory link between the North 
and South. The letter is brief and eloqueat. 

New York, Jan. 15. 

Tbe Herald’s army specials say that it was 
reported at Culpepper last evening that the 
rebel Gen. Swart, with 5,000 cavalry, had 
crossed the river far to our right and reached 
Leesburg, our forces there falling back toward 
Fairfax. It is supposed that the object i3 to 
ent the railroad near Bull Run', or the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad near the Point of 
Rocks. In any event, it is quite possible that 
he will meet with superior forces. 

Tbe health of the army is quite good. No 
small-pox reported. During the late cold spell 
five men were frozen to death. 

The thirty-five men belonging to the 1st 
Massachusetts cavalry, whe were captured by 
guerillas a tew daysago, escaped and returned 
yesterday. 

Four men are to be shot for desertion to- 
day (Friday). 

Washington, Jan. 14. 

Wm. A. White, army contractor, haa been 
sentenced to pay a fine of $30,000, and be im- 
prisoned not exceeding two years, as the Sec- 
retary of War may direct, for full neglect of 
duty in delivering inferior haversacks. . 

Fourteen rebel officers, including Cipt J. 
C. Lee, nephew of General Lee have been 
Sent from the old Capitol to Fort McHenry fwr 
confinement. 

The National Union Committee appiinted 
by tbe Chicago Convention his been sum- 
moned to meet here Feb. 22d. 

The statement that Longstreet had been 
reinforced from Lee’s army is untrue. 

A letter from a prominent general officer in 
tbe army of the Potomac says Lee’s army 
in'tead of being depleted is being increased by 
conscripts. The writer says tbe rebels are us- 
ing strenuous efforts to organize and recruit 
tbeir at my for offenrive operations in the 
spring. 

Tbe rebel army is encamped near Orange 
C H. and is well provided with provisions, 
though suffering for clothing. 

Information from rebel sources states that 
Charleston is being gradually destroyed by 
tie fire of our batteries. On the 2Gth of De- 
cember two blocks of ‘buildings on King 
street, belonging to the estate of the late Seu- 
:tor Butler, weie destroyed. Several large 
warehouses, occupied by the rebel govern- 
ment and filled with army supplies, were de- 
stroyed about tbe same time. 

The city is almos deserted, except by tbe 
military. The poorer classes have erected 
temporary accommndaHo&a owe tin, range 
ot one are. Great destitution prevails among 
them.

Rebel Raid in the Direction 
ok Ccmiwbland axd New Greek. — We had a 
conversation on Saturday last, says the Wheel- 
ing Intelligencer, with Col. Frost, of the 11th 
West Virginia infantry, now engaged upon 
a Court-Martial at Cumberland, from whom 
we gain some particulars in regard to tbe la’e 
rebel raid in the direction of New Creek and 
Cumberland. Oh Monday la3t, Gan. Kelley, 
at Cumberland, received a despatch from Col. 
Mulligan at New Creek, stating that his pick- 
ets had been driven in aud that a rebel fore a 
of about three thousand men under Fitzhugh 
Lee was marching down Patterson’s Creek 
from Burlington towards New Creek. 

There were no soldiers at Cumberland, ex- 
cept.a few six months’ men, and these were 
sent to guard the fords and bridges likely to 
be interrupted by the raiders. The merchants 
and bankers of Cumberland sent all their val- 
uables up to Frostburgh, and what few to!- 
diers remained in town proceeded to make ar- 
rangements to take to the woods in case the 
rebels came into the town. No communica- 
tion could be had with Col. Thoburn, at Pe- 
tersburg, for forty-eight hours, and it waj 
feared he had been destroyed. 

It was finally ascertained that the rebels 
hr.d gone in the direction of Romuey, and 
thence to Winchester, the present headquar- 
ters of General Earley, who now commands a 
new department lately established by the reb- 
els, called the Department of the Valley. 

It is supposed that it was the design of the 
rebels to march upon Petersburg, destroying 
Col. Tboburn, take New Creek and destroy 
the stores, and then enter Cumberlaai. Their 
march commenced on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day of tbe week before last, but tbe weather 
grew ruddeuly cold, and they could not bring 
up their artillery, owing to the icy condition 
of the roads. They lost considerable time 
from this cause, and finding Col. Thoburn 
Tith a pretty good force, and well fortified, 
they declined to attack him. They avoided 
Sew Creik for the same reason, and, fearing 
that their force might be gobbled up, they 
made tack with greater rapidity thaa they 
came. 

Quite a large number of deserters eaffie in 
cn Tuerday and Wednesday, who represented 
that the rebels were suffering most intensely 
frr.Ri the extremely cold weather, and that 
many had perished. The raid wa3 a complete 
failure in every respect.

The 
prisoner statts that he was under the in- 
fluence of liquor and has no recollection of 
wlat transpired. The guard who shot 
Creighton will be honorably acquitted, as he 
only performed bis duty, in accordance with 
orders from Major Waller. Leonard will be 
cor fined in tbe military- prison to await trial 
by court-martial. No othor arrests nave as 
yet been made.

The number of men and the periods of tbeir

WLen the enrolment bas been completed, a 
n>w and more satisfactory basis i3 established 
for distributing tbe burden of the draft. 
Having ascertained tbe number of persons I 
actually enrolled in the severat States, the 
number of troops to be drawn from each 
State will be calculated as follows: 

As the total number enrolled in all the ! 
States is to the number enrolled in a psrticu- * 
lar State, so the total number to be drafted is , 
to the number to be drafted in a particular 
Stete. 

The number to be drafted, thus ascertained, 
should be charged to the particular State, and 
then the amount due to, or due from, that 
State on the acconnt of former service, should 
be added to or subtracted from that number. 
Tbe balance is that which is due from the 
State in question, and when balances are thus 
made up for all the States the amount of ser- 
vice will be equally distributed, according to 
law. 

The statute also requires that the enrolment 
districts into which tbe States are to be di- 
vided should be equalized among themselves. 
Th’s may be effected upon the same principles 
as above stated. The number of men to be 
furnished by any one district bears the same 
proportion to the number to be furnished by 
the State as the number of men enrolled in 
that district bears to the whole number en- 
rolled in the State. 

A difficulty _ arrse in the practical adminis- 
tration of this statute, from the circumstance 
that troops were required for service before 
the enrolment could be completed in all the 
States, and it was impossible for them to as- 
certain definitely the exact quota of each 
State and district prior to the completion of 
the enrolment. To obviate this difficulty, and 
to avoid tbe danger of having the army de- 
pleted while in the presence of the enemy, it 
was deemed proper to divide the firsl draft into 
two parts, or to call out only a portion of tbe 
first draft, with a view of completing the 
rqualization of the draft as a whole, after the 
enrolment should have been completed. The 
second part of the first draft, therefore, yet 
remains to be complete, and it becomes neces- 
sary therefore to give each State credit in the 
abr-ve- mentioned account for all troops fur- 
nished under the first part of the aforesaid 
draft, and tbe balance of the first draft will be 
all that will now be due on that draft from 
each State respectively . 

After the first section of the draft was 
drawn, end b.* fore the quotas for the last section 
thereof esn be assigned, a new element has 
been introduced which must now betaken in- 
to acconnt. Tbe government has authorized 
volunteers to be enrolled, who have received 
bounties, aud who tire to be credited to the 
Ststes as part of tbeir respective quotas in the 
st-me manner as though such volunteers had 
bun furnished under the draft. 

By observing these principles and methods of 
calculation, the requisitions of the law in as- 
certaining the quotas of etich Stale will, I 
think, be substantially complied with. 

Majcr General Grant — General Ulysses 
S. Grant, who is now justly regarded as the 
“hero of tbe war,” dropped in upon us moat 
unexpectedly on Sunday evening last. His 
advent was preceded not only by no “flourish 
of trumpets,” but not even by a whisper that 
be was expected here. This is a good indica- 
tion, 8nd shows that the distinguished chief- 
tain is looking more to the interests of the 
country than to popular laudations of him- 
self. He arrived about 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, accompanied by the members of hi3 
staff and a few other officers, without the 
slightest ostentation or parade, and took up 
his lodgings at the Phatnix Hotel. IHe trav- 
elled, too, on horseback, having left the coun- 
try tavern at tbe Big Hill, in Madison county, 
ten miles beyond Richmond, in tbe direction 
of Cumberland Gap, that morning. This is 
another good indication. We like to see a 
General who can accommodate himself to cir- 
cumstances, and who dees not hesitate to leave 
the usual routes of travel by railroad and 
steamboat whenever necessary to the perform- 
hnce of his duties. 

So soon as it was known that Gen. Grant 
wr.s in tbe city large numbets of our cit zen3 
ca 1 led to pay their respects to him; and on 
Monday (our mon'hly county eou-tday ) a vast 
concourse of persons from this and surround- 
ing counties, preceded by a band of music, as- 
stmbkd in front ojhis hotel, and in response 
to the most vociferous cheers he presented 
himself at the door and simply bowed his ac- 
kne wiedgments of tbe compliment. This 
was another excellent indication. Of all the 
many redicnlous things that are constantly 
ociuiringin the present troublous times, none 
is more ridiculous than to see a General para- 
dirg around tbe country and making speech- 
es about himself. If an officer has entitled 
birr self to the rt spect and grati u le ot the 
country, the people will be sure to know it 
without his becoming hi3 own trumpjter 
The manner in which Gen. Grant acknowl- 
edged tbe popular demonstration here wa3, 
therefore, in our judgment, in tbe very fiiett 
taste. 

After he bad bowed his acknowledgments 
and retired, the crowd could not be restrained 
from tushing into tbe hotel to take the Gen- 
eral by the band; and be would have been 
kept receiving tbe people for hours, if bis du- 
ties had not compelled him to make ready fjr 
bis departure on Ihe evening train for Louis- 
ville, thence to Nashville, where his headquar- 
ters for the present are, and where important 
bus nres requires him to be. 

Gen. Grant, as should do every prudent 
and skilful commander, has been inspecting 
matters in his department for himself. He 
bas within the past few days been at Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga, Knoxville, Cumberland 
Gap, Lexington, and Louisville, tor the pur- 
pose of niakiDg such personal observations as 
are necessary to the most intelligent discharge 
of bis duties. This is another very good thing 
in the General. Not satisfied to send others 
to make observations for him, he goes and 
sees for himself — travelling over mountains, 
swimming rivers, and encountering almost 
insurmountable obstacles, and that too with 
the Enow six inches deep on a dead level. 
Such a man deserves the position he occupies 
and the reputation he has acquired, and the 
country may be assured that its cause is safe 
iD bis hands, so far as his energy can make it 
so. 

The General left on the evening train for 
Louisville, and before this paragraph reaches 
tbe public will, doubtless, be in hisquarters at 
Nashville attending to the important duties 
committed to his hands. — Lex. Observer. 

A Woman s Jealousy — Vitriol and Dao- 
gers — Our readers may perhaps remember 
the circumstan esof an affair of vitriol throw- 
ing, which occurred at Benekenstein's Gar- 
den, on Sunday, the 4th ot October last, and 
which was mentioned in this paper. Toe vic- 
tim was a Mrs. Galibert, who, while sitting 
at the table sipping wine, in company with a 
Mr. Miller, was assaulted by her companion’s 
wile, who, objecting to having her husband 
keeping such tamiliar company with another 
woman, took occasion to throw vitriol into 
her rival’s face and eyes, which were horribly 
burned by tbe liquid fire. For sometime 
it wes feared that Mrs. Galibert would 
lose her eyesight entirely, but she was 
fortunate enough to recover. She did 
not learn w isdom from her sad experience, 
it seems, for she continued hes intimacy with 
Mil'er, whose jealous w’ife, not satisfied with 
the terrible punishment she had already ad- 
ministered, nursed her wrath and awaited the 
hour which should bring her an opportunity 
for a finishing stroke of vengeance. On Sat- 
urday morning last, Mrs Miller followed her 
husband to a house on Hammond street, aud 
entering it a few moments after him found 
him again in company with her hated rival. 
A scene ensued. The frenzied wife drew a 
murderous looking dirk knife from under her 
shawl ami threatened to kill Mrs. Galibert, 
who screamed with terror, while the husband 
looked on amazed, and at a loss how to act.

(II.OFND— THIS r>K8i t LTiON OF KM5KL SALT 

works. 

Key Wes7, Fla., Dec. 29. 

Salt works are as plentiful in Florida ar 
blackbirds in a rice field, and ever since the 
Restless dropped anchor in St, Andrews Bay 
tbeir fires have been seen. But how to obtain 
the weatber gange of them was a problem 
that even the fertile brain of Oapt. Browae 
was at a loss to solve, since it was an utter 
impossibility to place tbe vessel near to the 
field of operation, and it would have been 
madness to send boats in unless they were 
covered by heavy guns. On the 10th of De- 
cember, however, the problem was solved by 
the arrival of the United States steamer 
Bloomer, eemmanded by Acting Karigti 
Cre-Fsy, and the events of a few succeeding 
flays proved that, like a Cheshire cat, she was 
“better than she looked.” 

- She tot k cn board, besides her own crew, 
Acting Ensigns James J. Ru?seli, and Charles 
N. Hicks, Surgeon Charles J. Page, and for- 
ty-six men trem the Restless, and steamed to 
the mouth of Bear creek. Here the Bloomer 
got aground. A lively scene was then wit- 
nessed. The signal bell was kept in motion 
like a fire alarm; ail hands were at work en- 
dtavoring to warp the steamer off by every 
plan that ingenuity could deYise, but al! in 
yiin. 

At length old Neptnne came to the rescue, 
and the rising tide gradually lifted the steamer 
from her perilous position. Having once 
more got under weigh, the expedition pro- - 
ceeded up West Baf, and soon arrived insight 
ot the salt works, which consist of an irregu- 
lar line of buildings scattered along the shore. 
All were in full operation. Horses, mules, 
oxen, arid darkeys were continually going to 
end fro, laden with salt or other goods; num- 
bers ol darkeys wore seen running about the 
buildings. A white man was overseeing the 
works, and like an army of ants, all hands 
seemed to be busily engaged, unconscious of 
the contemplated attack on them. Here the 
Bicomcr anchored for the night. 

At daylight the steamer weighed anchor 
and stood in for the works. The ceremonies 
commenced by throwing in a few shells 
among the rebels; and great was the conster- 
nation of these gentry when these unwelcome 
visitants fell in tbeir midst. The white men 
exercised tbeir locomotive powers with re- 
markable effect, fleeing to the woods and hid- 
ing behind buildings. Meantime, under cover 
of the fire, an expedition was getting ready 
for the purpose ol thoroughly demolishing the 
works, and in a short time it landed. 

Acting Ensign James J. Russell landed 
wi'h forty three men, and, as they were all 
old salts, the salt was soon sent flying in all 
directions. A number of axes were put in 
requisition, and with a good will the tars 
broke up pots, kettles, steam boilers, and other 
iron work which happened to be handy. Sev- 
eral of tbe slaves who were lurking about of- 
fered 'heir services for the work of destruction, 
and for a time there wa3 great confusion 
amongst pots and kettles. Iron rattled aud 
sparks flew, and the contrabands, who had 
bt en so lately nt work among these kettles and 
boilers, were the foremost in their destruction. 
The buildings, of which there were great 
Lumbers, were set on fire, furnaces were torn 
to pieces, many wagons loaded with salt or 
prtaluce were stripped of their contents; some 
of the esptured white men were set to work to 
destroy their own property. But the'unkind- 
est rut of all was the stampede of coutrabtnds. 

‘ There goes thirteen hundred dollars to the 
devil,” mutt* red oneof the slave owners as hs 
saw some of his woolly property making 
tracks for tbe boats. 

Alter the work of destruction had bean 
completed, the men, who were reinforced by 
fresh bodies of sailors under command of En- 
signs Cressy and Hicks, marched alone shore, 
burning and destroying, while tbe steamer 
kept them under cover of her guns, occasion- 
ally throwing a shell ashore in order to re- 
mind tbe rebels that the ammunition was not 
txhausted. Thus they worked all day, assist 
ed materially by the contrabands,’ and, in 
many instances, pressing white meu into the 
serrice, until, after hav'mg demolished an 
almost incredible amount of rebel property, 
night dropped ber sable curtain over thescene, 
and the men teturned on board the steamer 
exhausted but not satisfied. 

Early the next morning the process of de- 
struction was resumed. A number of saline 
establishments, owned by private individuals, 
were summarily destroyed, aud toward nooa 
the party returned to the steamer, and were 
transported to a more dangerous vic nity, 
where they made an attack on the works be- 
longing to the rebel government. Over these 
floated the stars and bars. They were guard- 
ed by three companies of soldfers, in conse- 
quence of which they possessed a peculiar in- 
terest to our men. A brisk cannonade was 
opened on the military, at the very commence- 
ment of which they retired precipitately — 
horse, toot, &Dd artillery — leaving a clear field 
for the operatiou of tbe seamen. One shell 
stunk the* rebel flag which was so proudly 
floating aloft, and, exploding, tore, it into frag- 
ments, setting down the “stars and bars” at a 
discount. One old contraband jumped up from 
the di ck, aud, swinging his ragged hat, shout- 
ed, 1 Glory to God! deday ofjubtlle hub cornel” 
A peered visit to the shore was made, the con- 
trabands joining. The men were separated 
into three divisions, Mr. Cressy commanding 
on the right, Mr. Hicks on the left, anl Mr. 

| Russell in the centre. 

A few rebel soldiers were seen lurking 
| ctnong a group of trees; but a volley di3- 
i charged in tbeir midst satisfied their curiosity, 

I and they disappeared, upoD which the seamen 
proceeded with tbeir sport. Presently a train 
I of covered wagons approached, laden with 
produce. As the drivers came near they dis- 
covered that they bad made a mistake, and 
jumping off their horses they ran for dear life. 
But the tars were too quick for them. Cut- 
ting the traces of the horses, they mounted 
and started in pursuit of the fugitives, driving 
them back iD great numbers. A quantity of 
provisions and tools found in the wagons were 
confiscated, the wagons were smashed, and 
the horses let loose. Similar scenes were 
I enacted in other salt works, and, towards 
night, having inflicted all the injury possible 
to tbe property of the rebels, the men return- 
ed to the 6teamer, well pleased with their 
day’s work. 

The importance of this expedition and the 
amount of loss to the rebels pocket will be 
seen from the following table:

Mr. Iiluu*, a very intelligent and wealthy 
rebel, and proprietor of salt works, remarked 
that this damage would be as serious a blow 
to tbe Confederacy as tbe fall of Charleston 
would be. 

One contraband was a free negro who had 
been captured by tbe rebels at the first Bull 
Run battle and sold in Alabama, after which 
be was taken to Florida and set to work mak- 
ing salt. As soon as he was assured by Mr. 
Russell that he was once more free and under 
tbe nrotection of the Stars and Stripes, he fell 
on his knees, crying like a child and ejacu- 
lating, “Thank God! God bless the dear old 
Union!” 

While all this business was being transacted 
the Restless was not idle; but Acting Master 
W. R Browne was occupied in the destruc- 
tion of St. Andrew’s City. This place was 
ascertained to be the headquarters of four 
companies of rebel troops, numbering about 
four hundred men, and it was determined 
that St. Andrew’s City should undergo “a 
purification by fire.” With this object in view, 
on tbe morning of the 11th inst , the Restless 
weighed anchor and stood np the bay to a 
convenient position for shelling the place. 

A few shells yere lodged among the bouses, 
aDd, under cover of the guns. Acting Ensign 
Henry Eason was despatched, at the head of 
a party of volunteers, with orders not to leave 
a house standing in the city. Ttris commis- 
sion was executed with promptness and fidel- 
ity; every bouse was fired, and, as all were 
constructed of light materials, the whole place 
was soon in a blaze.

“Which Wat ?” — The New York Tribune 
opens with this interrogatory a very eiabor 
ate article on the question of the true pur 
pose of the war, immediately proceeding to 
say : 

When the long-brewing conspiracy for s 
Southern rebellion culminated in the seces- 
sion of eleven States from the Union, back d 
by the sympathies, counsels, and positive ef- 
forts of the ruling caste in four more States, 
encouraged by the more or less openly avow- 
ed sympathetic demonstrations of the politi 
cal, commercial, and social allies ot that 
caste throughout the loyal States, there were 
four possible results of the tearful struggle 
tLus inaugurated, namely: 

1. A complete ultimate triumph aud resto- 
ration of the Union through the discomfiture 
and overthrow of the rebellion and its parent, 
slavery. 

2. A “reconstruction” of the Union through 
new concessions, assurances, and guaranties 
to the slave power, such as were stipulated in 
the Crittenden Compromise, with an under- 
standing that hostility to slavery, no matter 
bow exhibited, should henceforth be prohib- 
ited throughout the whole country. 

3. A complete triumph of the rebellion, di- 
viding the country permanen tly on the line of 
the Potomac, the Ohio, and the Missouri, or 
each other as the victors should see fit to 
ptescrihe; or 

4. Such a defeat and discouragement of 
the rebels that they would finally be willing 
to return to “the Union as it was,” asking no 
guaranties, or at least receiving none, but ac- 
cepting an amnesty andautot oblivion. 

The article in question is very elaborate; 
but, elaborate as it is, it fails to inform the 
public that “the long-brewing conspiracy for 
a Southern Rebellion” was in its culminating 
hour “encouraged by the mote or less openly 
avowed sympathetic demonstrations” of the 
New York Tribune itself, and, that, although 
the Tribune now declares for the first of the 
four results it enumerates in the extract 
above, it then declared for the third, and sub- 
sequently, when the Northern people in spite 
of the Tribune rose to arms for the restora- 
tion of the Union as it was, it repudiated the 
third and declared for the fourth, adhering 
more or less apparently to this declaration 
until the armies of the Union were in the 
field and the fate of the rebellion was assured, 
when it repudiated the fourth and declared 
for the first. Yet all this is not only true but 
eminently to the point. It certainly is true. 

The culminating point of “the long-brewing 
conspiracy for a Southern Rebellion” was 
reached during the four months that followed 
the sixth of November in 1860. Let us see 
wbat “the more or less openly avowed sympa- | 
thetic demonstrations” of the New York 
Tribune were throughout this critical period. 

On the ninth of November in I860, three 
days after the Presidential election, and when 
every Southern gale was laden with the notes 
of preparation for the rebellion, tho Tribune 
said: 

If the cotton States shall become satisfied 
tbat they can do better out of the Union than 
in it, wc insist on letting them go in peace. 
The right to secede may be a revolutionary 
one, but it exists nevertheless. * * * \Ve 
must ever resist the right of any State to re- 
main in the Union and nullify and defy the 
laws thereof. To withdraw from the Union 
is quite cncther matter;and whenever a consid- 
erable section of onr Union shall deliberately 
resolve to go out, we shall resist all coercive 
measures designed to keep it in. We hope 
never to live in a republic whereof one section 
is pinned to another by bayonets. 

On the 26th of the same month, the Tribune 
said: 

If the cotton States unitedly and earnestly 
with to withdraw peacefully from the Union, 
we think they should and wonld be allowed 
to do so. Any attempt to compel them by 
force to remain would be contrary to the 
principles enunciated in the immortal Decla- 
ration of Independence, contrary to the fun- 
damental ideas on wbiqh human liberty is 
based. 

On the seventeenth of the ensuing Decern 
her, the day whereon the Convention of South 
Carolina met to declare the secession ot the 
State, the Tribune Said: 

If it (the Declaration of Independence) jus- 
tified the secession from the British Empire of 
three millions of colonists in 1776, we do not 
see why it would not justify the secession of 
five millions of Southerners from the Union 
of 1861. 

On the twenty-third of February in 1861, 
the very day President Lincoln arrived at 
Washington, and two days after the organi- 
sation of the Provisional Government of the 
rebellion, the Tribune said: 

We have repeatedly said, and we once more 
insist, tbat the great principle embodied by 
Jefferson in the Declaration of American In- 
dependence, that governments derive their 
just powers from tho consent of the governed, 
is sound and just, and tbat if the slave States, 
the cotton States, or the Gulf States only, 
choose to form an independent nation, they 
have a clear moral right to do so. * * * 
Whenever it shall be clear that the great body 
of the Sontbern people have become conclu- 
sively alienated from the Union, and anxious 
to escape from it, we will do our best to for- 
ward their views. 

Such is the encouragement which “the long 
brewing conspiracy for a Southern Rebellion” 
received in its culminating hour from the 
New York Tribune, which now has the un- 
speakable coolness to talk pharisaically of the 
encouragement the secessionists then received 
from “the more or less openly avowed sympa- 
thetic demonstrations of the political, com- 
mercial, and social allies of that caste through- 
out the loyal States.” A beautiful paper is 
the New York Tribune to be sneering at the 
Northern encouragers of secession in its cul- 
minating hour. Out o£its own columns the 
Tribune stands convicted of declaring in tbat 
hour for “a complete triumph of the rebellion, 
dividing the country permanently on the line 
of the Potomac, the Ohio, and the Missouri, 
or such olher as the victors should see fit to 
prescribe.” The Tribune, as we have said, 
then declared for the third of the four results 
it now enumerates as possible at the time. 

But the Northern people, spurning the 
Tribune's choice, rose to arms for the purpose 
of achieving the last of these results, which 
was thus defined unanimously by the repre- 
sentatives of the North in Congress on the 
twenty-second of the following July: 

Resolved by the House of Representatives of 
the Congress of the United States, That the 
present deplorable civil war has been forced 
upon the country by the disuuionists of the 
Southern States, now in arms against the Con- 
stitutional Government, and in arms around 
the Capitol; tbat in this national emergency, 
Congress, banishing all feelings of mere pas- 
sion or resentment, will recollect its duty to 
the whole country; tbat this war is not waged 
on their part in any spirit of oppression, or for 
any purpose of conquest or subjugation, or 
purpose of overthrowing or interfering with 
the rights or established institutions of those 
States, bnt to defend and maintain the su- 
premacy of the Constitution, and to preserve 
the UnioD, with all the dignity, equality, and 
rights of the several States unimpaired; and 
that as soon as these objects are accomplished 
the war ought to cease. 

The Tribune, giving way before the over- 
whelming tide of Northern patriotism, sub- 
scribed to this resolution. Balked in its 
declaration for the third result, the great 
Corypbsens of abolition at once declared for 
the fourth. Unable to get a dissolution of the 
Union, the Tribune, under the resistless pres- 
sure of the patriotic enthusiasm of the North, 
declared for a restoration of the Union as it 
was. 

And to this declaration the Tribune ad* 
hered more or less apparently, until, under 
the inspiration ot the purpose thus defined 
the military .strength of the loyal States 
was so developed as to render the 
overthrow of the rebellion but a question 
of time. The Tribune then began to dis- 
. countenance the restoration of • the Union 
as it was, and, as the fortunes of the rebellion 
sank lower and lower, became more and more 
open in the advocacy of a contrary policy. 

last the rebellion has reached a stage 
which the Tribune thus represents : 

The rebellion is a manifest failure. So 
writes (in effect) the shrewd and vehemently 
anti-Union correspondent of the Times (Lon- 
don) from Richmond under date of November 
14 — after our disaster of the Chickamanga, and 
before the fer more decisive defeat inflicted on 
the rebels by General Grant on nearly the 
same ground. The North, says this astute 
correspondent, never falters: her confidence 
of ultimate success is never shaken by defeat, 
however disastrous or unexpected; she fills up 
her armies and her treasury after each reverse, 



as thorgh it had been a triumph; her p’- 
prr is depreciated but fifty per cent., sa 
i bat three hollers of it buy two of specie, 
while of the Confederate issues fifteen dollars 
will scarcely bay one of gold; and while the 
Frderals fnnd their Treasury Notes at the rate 
of ore or two milliors per day, nobody can 
be induced volun’ariiy to exchange Confed- 
t te notes tearing no interest and possessing 
next to no current value for Confederate bonds 
that arc to pay six percent. Hereupon, Secre- 
tary Mcmminger proposes a compulsory fund- 
ing of one tt ousand millions of dollars, by re- 
fusing to receive it for public dues and depriv- 
ing it of all current value and issuing twe hun- 
d ed millions more, which is to be kept at par by 
stringent t-x-.t on ! The clever correspondent 
sees that this will not do — it is too late — and 
talks of Confederate want of energy, when 
be means failure of resources, and Southern 
lack of faith, when he evidently has as little 
faith as the most unbelieving Thomas among 
them. The simple truth is that the rebellion 
is ‘ played out. Its tail may wriggle for 
months yet; but this is not so much a mani- 
festation of life as the convulsive agonies of 
reluctant dissolution. 

It is at this stage of tbe rebellion tbat 
the Tribune boldly throws ofT the mask, 
flatly repudiates its declaration in favor of 
the restoration of the Union as it was, and 
flatly declares for the reconstruction of the 
Union without slavery. Here is tbe Tribune’s 
language, uttered with reference to the pas- 
sage quoted immediately above: 

Now, then, Ought the Union Government to 
aceetit "reconstruction" with Slavery? 

We answer, No. 

This is the avowal with tbe bark on it. 
And this completes the demonstration we set 
out to give. Having first declared for dis- 
union, and then for the Union as it was, the 
Tribune now declares openly against the 
Union as it was and for the Union as it is in 
the visions of the abolitionists. Q. E D. 

This is at present the “way” of the Tribune, 
which, in the face of the facts we have ex- 
hibited above, freely denounces a3 rebels or 
rebel sympathizers all who do not accompany 
it therein, though, if this way should fail 
clearly to lead toward the perpetuation of the 
ascendancy of the abolition party in the gov- 
ernment, the Tribune would unhesitatingly 
repudiate it like the others, and, if necessary 
or expedient for the end we have just men- 
tioned, would declare again Jor disunion on 
tbe slave line. No candid man, who consid- 
ers the Tribune’s record since the last Presiden- 
tial election, can escape this conclusion. 

The main truth of the matter is very mani- 
fest. The ruling purpose of the Tribune is not 
the preservation of the Union, nor yet the 
abolition of slavery, but tbe continued suprem- 
acy of the abolition party; and whatever 
promises to secure that supremacy, whether 
disunion or consolidation, war or peace, 
slavery or abolition, the Tribune will declare 
for, without regard to the rights and interests 
either of the negro or of the white man. And 
as is the Tribune so are the radical leaders in 
general. This fact is the key which unlocks, 
the whole radical mystery. And the review 
we have here given establishes this fact.

LETTER FROM FR 4NKFORT.

Fkakkkokt, Jan. 16, 1864 J 
Mr. Thomas, of Hardin, has prepared a bill 
authorizing the Governor to sell the gold 
which is received by the State in the liquida- 
tion of the banks of the State at the beat 
prices to be obtained in the money market, 
and to invest the proceeds in the United States 
“five-twenties,” the interest accruing thereon 
to fee placed in the Sinking Fund. There can 
be no doubt that this bill will receive nearly 
tbe unanimous assent of the Legislature, and 
it will stand as another evidence of the loyalty 
and faith of Kentucky. The most sacred 
trust committed to the care of the Legislature 
is the Sinking Fund, as it is the basis of the 
State’s financial credit and the guarantee for 
the prompt payment of all her liabilties as 
they come to maturity. She does not hoard 
her gold, as if fearful of the solvency of the 
Federal Government, or apprehensive ot any 
disastrous turn in our military affairs to give 
it increased value, but she shows her confi- 
dence in the perpetuity of the Union and our 
republican institutions by investing in the 
Government stocks, and thus leaning to the 
country the fall amount of the investment. 
It has become a pernicious practice in some 
quarters to disparage Kentucky, and to charge 
her with lukewarmness, if not factions oppo- 
sition to the Government. This action will 
refute all these slanders more eloquently than 
could be effected by impassioned oratory 
or by the sacrifices which over fifty thousand 
of her sons have made in tbe armies of the 
Union. The time will come when justice can 
be done to Kentucky in her trying and anom- 
alous position. Could her defamers visit this 
capital and witness the every-day scenes of 
life, they would realize the difficulties which 
have so distracted the State in the desire to be 
humane and merciful, and at tbe same time to 
show her devotion to the government. Go 
where you will in this city — in the galleries of 
the two Housss, in the social circle, or in the 
impromptu gatherings in our “ladies’ parlor,” 
ycu will find persons who are not combatants 
— lovely women, perchance — whose sympa- 
thies are with the rebellion, and whose fa- 
thers, brothers, husbands, and sons are in the 
rebel ranks, while they remain here in peace 
and security, enjoying the shelter of the broad 
protecting wing of the American eagle, and yet 
should occasion serve, they would be the first to 
sttike down tbe proud insignia of our national 
greatness, and clap their hands with joy if 
the Confederates could make another lodge- 
ment in onr State. This dangerous element 
of onr population preserves its social status, 
and, while its dearest connections are striking 
at the very existence of our government, 
would not hesitate to connive at any con- 
spiracy to destroy it. Ramified as it is 
through loyal families by ties of consanguin- 
ity and marriage, it is difficult to point out 
the line of demarcation where loyalty ends 
aDd treason flourishes. Look in the legisla- 
tive halls of our capital, and see brothers 
votiDg with Roman fortitude for measures 
aimed at those who were nnrsed at the same 
maternal bosom; look throughout the State 
and see revived the story of the olden Brutus, 
who consigned his son to death because he 
was a traitor to his country, and gave 
the signal for the execution. The bright- 
est lights of historic fidelity to country 
pale before the living realities of passing 
3 cfnep, and yet our State is reviled, traduced, 
and branded as wanting in fidelity to the 
government. The time will come, I repeat, 
when justice will be done to Kentucky, and 
it will be acknowledged that, if she was not 
in favor of measures of stern retribution, it 
was because mercy tempered her sense of jus- 
tice, and she could hardly strike at treason 
except through kindred blood or the dearest 
social relations of life. But in the mean time 
she takes every occasion to reiterate her loy- 
alty and to show her undiminishsd confidence 
in the government, and I can point to no more 
convincing evidence than this determination 
to invest the moneys of her sinking fund in 
U nited States securities. 

Your correspondent has never had any very 
great faith in legislative resolutions as reme- 
dial agents in cases of aggravated wrong or 
of important national difficulties, but the fol- 
lowing series, offered to the House by Mr. 
McLeod, of Woodford, so pointedly, and I 
may say epigrammatically, designates the 
wishes, feeliDgs, hopes, and fears of Kentucky 
that I beg to call attention to them : 

1 . Resolved, That a terrible and desolating 
civil war has been waged and prosecuted for 
near three years, with great energy, against 
the government of the United States, by an 
armed force fighting under the guise of a 
Southern Confederacy, with a determination 
to destroy and overthrow our free institutions. 

2 . That we believe, if the war had been 
prosecuted by the Federal authorities purely 
upon constitutional principles, against the 
enemies of the government, and for its de- 
fence, without any attempt to subvert estab- 
lished institutions within the rebellions States, 
the war, before this, would have been brought 
to successful termination. 

3. Tbat we recognize the difference between 
the administration, or party in power, and the 
Government — the one is for a limited time, 
the other was intended by the founders of the 
Government to endure forever. 

4. That we look forward with pleasure and 
delight to the approaching Presidential elec- 
tion of 1864, cherishing the hope that a Presi- 
dint will be elected who will zealously guard 
tbe interests of the Nation, and will recognize 



for hi? guide no other standard than the Con- 
stitution itse f. 

5. That we receive with delight the mani- 
festatiens of conservatism which seem to be 
springing into existence within certain States 
o the Nation, where radicalism has been pie- 
dominant since the commencement of the 
rebellion. 

6. That we would hail with delight a clear 
manifestation, upon the part of the seceded 
Ststrs. to return in good faith to their former 
allegiance to the Federal government — bnt we 
would not have them sacrifice or surrender 
their rstablishcd institutions, of a local or 
drmestic character; and whilst we desire the 
leaders of the rebellion should receive the 
punishment they so deservedly merit, we would 
be willing that the deluded masses may re- 
ceive full pardon and be restored to their lib- 
erty and property. 

7 That Kentucky now is, and always has 
been, loyal to the Federal government, and is 
willing tbat all the available resources of tbe 
nation shall be taken and used for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion. 

8 Tfeat whilst we aahere to tbe Union 
and tbe Constitution, as the only salvation for 
Kentucky, and are willing that the “last man 
and last dollar” may be taken if necessary 
to subdue and overthrow the hosts ot armed 
traitors in rebellion against tbe government, 
we cannot fail to express cur abhorrence and 
condemnation of tbe policy of recruiting, 
aiming, and equipping slaves and free negroes 
10 serve as soldiers in the Federal army. 

9. That we believe the ability of tbe Federal 
Government amply sufficient, if constitution- 
ally exerted, through the white man, to sup- 
press the rebellion and restoro our Nation to 
ils former prosperity. 

10. That we condemn the secession party in 
the South and the abolition party in the 
North as equally dangerous and destructive 
to our government, tending to tbs subversion 
and overthrow of onr institutions. 

11. That the foregoing resolutions are pat 
forth in r.o spirit or feeling of hostility or en- 
mity toward the Administration, or party in 
power, but simply as a calm and deliberate 
sentiment of the people of Kentucky, express- 
ed through their representatives, believing, as 
they do, that the present policy of the Ad- 
ministration must materially change in order 
tbat the war may be brought to a speedy ter- 
mination, and peace and harmony reign 
through our nation. 

The growing importance of the tobacco 
trade in Kentucky, and the position which 
Lcnisville has assumed as a great mart for 
the staple, have directed the attention of the 
Legislature to the necessity of placing stronger 
guards and more efficient protection around 
it. The proper committees have before them 
a proposition for the appointment of four Su- 
perintendents of Weighing and Coopering — 
one for each warehouse — to hold office for one 
year, and" until their successors are appointed 
and qualified. It shall be their duty to attend 
daily, at such times as are designated by the 
proprictois of the warehouses, and weigh all 
tobacco offered for sale, deducting ten pounds, 
and no more, for sample and waste, and after 
this deduction, mark the gross weight dis- 
tinctly on one head. After the tobacco is 
placed in the break and stripped, they shall 
take the tear weight of each hogshead and 
maik it on the side. After the sale, they 
shall personally superintend the cooping of 
the tobacco, and see tbat all the staple be- 
longing to each cask is properly placed in it. 
The proprietors of warehouses must furnish 
all the best appliances for screwing down the 
tobacco, and all facilities for coopering, 
and npon their failure, after reason- 
able notice, it shall be tbe duty 
of the superintendents to furnish them at the 
expe nse of the warehouses failing to comply 
with the notice. In case of the absence of any 
superintendent for any cause, the warehouse 
proprietors may supply his place temporarily. 
The superintendents, before entering npon 
their dutiep, must take an oath before a jus- 
tice of the peace faithfully to perform them, 
ar.d they Bhall alternate daily between the 
different warehouses, and receive twenty-five 
cents for each hogshead, to be paid by the 
warehouses, and divided equally between all 
the superintendents, and the same shall be as- 
sessed on the seller. The superintendents 
shall not, directly or indirectly, try them- 
selves, or agents, to sell or deal in tobacco in 
Louisville, and for any violation of this pro- 
vision they will be liable to an action in the 
circuit court, a fine of $500 for each offence, 
and foifeitnre of office. In ease of an increase 
or decrease in the number of warehouse, cor- 
responding increase or diminution of the su- 
perintendents shall be made. 

The bill also provides that tbe Governor 
shall appoint two Inspectors of Tobacco for 
the city, and the proprietors of the warehonaes 
therein two, alternate, to hold office for a 
year, who shall make oath faithfully and im- 
partially to sample each hogshead of tobacco 
they may be called on to inspect, and that 
they are not and will not during their con- 
tinuance in office engage, directly or indirect- 
ly, in the purchase or sale of tobacco in Louis- 
ville. Tbe alternates are to act only iu tbe 
temporary absence of the Inspectors, and tbe 
fee for each hogshead sampled and inspected 
shall be twelve and a half cents, to be paid by 
the proprietors of the warehouse, and charged 
to the owner. The act is to go into effect on 
the first of March next. 

Senator Robinson this morning, on the oc- 
casion of reporting a bill for the benefit of 
Sarah Christopher and Sarah J. Howard, of 
Louisville, from the Judiciary Committee, 
called attention to the system of legislation 
in reference to the property rights of married 
women, which he regarded as pernicious, and, 
if persisted m, would in a few years unmarry 
all married women, as far as the rights of 
property are concerned. He acknowledged 
that there were exceptional cases, but they 
only proved the force of the general law tbit 
a woman takes her husband fjt better or 
worse, and sbonld abide her fortunes. The 
French system, of a kind of partnership be- 
tween man and wife, vitiated all the most 
sacred obligations of the marriage relations, 
and undermined the best interests of society. 
A woman, before she marries, should look 
carefully to her choice, and, when it is made, 
abide by it. It wonld really be better for the 
public good to establish a fund for tbe relief 
of all wives who bad improvident husbands, 
than, by special legislation, to be continually 
striking at the root of laws which are founded 
on divine injunctions. 

Quite a pleasant debate was elicited on this 
question, Senator Fisk in particular, with 
great gallantry, detending the ladie3, and con- 
tending that there should be a general law to 
enable them to enter into business, without 
being subjected to the claims of the husband’s 
creditors. He did not believe that such a law 
wonld provoke the females to become French- 
ified, and take to eating frogs. The progress 
of the age shows that females are obtaining 
employment in almost every avocation of life, 
and prove themselves abundantly able to fill 
them. The prejudiced world regarded Florence 
Nightingale as a prodigy, because she went up 
and down the Crimea relieving the sufferings 
of soldiers in the hospitals; but go upon our 
battle fields and everywhere we will find the 
ministering angels by the couch of sickness 
and scothing the anguish of onr wounded he- 
roes. Senators make graceful ovations to the 
ladies in ball rooms, and stop to pick np her 
kerchief if she drop it, but whenever an 
appeal is made to elevate and purify 
the sex, the lords of creation are op- 
posed to granting them any privileges. 
They call them divinities, but, whenever any 
measure tending to recognize their business 
qualities or their mental abilities is proposed, 
it is scouted at. Senator Mallory made a 
very amusiDg reply, and Senator Gardner 
clinched the matter by an amendment that 
the ladies, before assuming rights under tbe 
bill, should don tbe habiliments of their hus- 
bands and retain them and be subject to the 
draft, which was adopted, when the discus- 
sion was cut off by a special order coming up, 
which was an act to consolidate into one all 
the various laws concerning common schools. 
The attention of the Senate was directed ex- 
clusively to the important measures contained 
in this bill, which are too extended for me to 
to attempt to digest. Senator Grover male an 
admirable speech in favor of the common 
schools, and urged tbe necessity of infusing 
more vitality into the system. 

Another act before the Senate for the bene- 
fit of the common school system make3 it tbe 
duty ef sheriffs and election officers next Au- 
gust to open polls and take the popular vote 
npon imposing an additional tax of three 
cents on every hundred dollars worth of 
property for increasing the school fund. It 
afro arranges all the plan for the election, and 



sa's apart one-half of one cent on the sdli- 
tional tax, if ars-rcted to, for the establish- 
li.-Lment and support of a State school for 
ttachers. Tbe Senate did not finish the con- 
solidated scoo! law before its adjournment. 

In the House, a bill to repeal the act pro- 
hibiting the circulation of foreign bank bills 
of a less denomination thou five dollars, gave 
rise to a protracted debate and elicited much 
of the talent. of the chamber. The members 
from Kenton county, Messrs. Benton and 
Sayers, advocated the repeal, and, from their 
locality, their course of argument was on the 
interests cf the banks of Ohio. Mr. Sayers 
Said the act wes passed in 1858 as an unfriendly 
piece of legislation toward the North when 
the present rebellion was ripening. Mr. Bell 
disproved this by quoting antecedent act3, 
went fully into their history, and made a 
powerful speech against the repeal. Mr. Allen 
afro exposed its impolicy, as did Messrs. Han- 
son, Ward, and others, when the bill was re- 
jected — yeas 17, nays 73. This decisive vote 
was to have been anticipated, for at no period 
in our State history could onr business rela- 
tions have been more seriously affected by tbs 
Influx of worthless currency which the re- 
peal of the most judicious prohibition on their 
circnlation wonld be certain to produce than 
at the present time, when the numerous regi- 
ments from other States quartered among us 
wou!fi invite small foreign bank bills to b3 
sent to soldiers from their friends at home. 
Its evil effects have been measurably felt even 
now, for, in total disregard ef law, thousands 
of dollars of the bills of unknown banks are 
floating amid the currency of our State banks 
and the issues of the Federal treasury. If the 
inhibitory law could ba mare stringently en- 
forced, much loss would be prevented to our 
citizens. 

Tbis being the day appointed for the elec- 
tion of State Librarian, G. A. Robertson, J. 
C. Hendricks, and J. J. Roberts were placed 
in Domination by both Houses, and tbe vote 
stood as follows : 

House. Senate. 

Robertson 68 23 

Hendricks 14 5 

Roberts 9 1 

The unanimity of the endorsement of Mr. 
Robertson most be as gratifying to him as it 
was deserved. It i3 to be hoped that no change 
will be made in the office while its present in- 
cumbent performs his duties so unexception- 
ably.

Items — The river at this point is s ill 
blockaded with ice, rendering navigation be- 
tween this city and Jeffersonville impossible. 
The ice is coming down in heavy cakes, and 
some danger is apprehended by those having 
boats at our wharf, thokgk every precaution 
has been taken. 

The 2d Minnesota and 821 Indiana, re- 
enlisted veterans, passed through the city yes- 
terday en route home. 

The 9th Tennessee cavalry arrived in the 
city yesterday from Knoxville, on their way 
to Nashville. This would seem to be a round- 
about journey, but, from what we can learn, 
it is the quickest route at the present time. 

Twenty-four deserters was3ent to different 
poiuts yesterday, all heavily ironed. 

One hundred and twenty-five recruits were 
received yesterday from Michigan, and will be 
forwarded to the front to-day to join their 
regiments. 

Five deserters were received from Indian- 
apolis and twelve from Cincinnati. They will 
be sent to their regiments to-day, to be tried 
by court-martial, or otherwise punished, as 
tbe commanding officer may direct. 

One hundred and fifty soldiers were received 
yesterday, and one hundred and twenty-five 
transferred. 

An affray occurred in that portion of the 
city commonly termed Ireland, bordering on 
canal, on Thursday night, in which a 
ttber of black eyes and other disfigurations 
vere exchanged between the combatants. 
No arrests. 

Generals Hobson, Starkweather, Judah, and 
Kizzjawoski, accompanied by their staff oft 
fictrs, arrived in the city last evening, and 
pnt up at the Louisville Hotel. 

There was only one case before the Police 
Court yesterday, and it was not worthy of 
note. 

Without any disposition whatever to over- 
rate the merits of the Davenport Boys, who 
otcmence their performances at Masonic 
Temple on Monday night, we would state that 
their exhibitions in other places have created 
the most intense sensation, leaving their au- 
diences amazed and bewildered by the extraor- 
dinary feats they accompli A through some 
agency as yet unknown to th^ public. We 
acknowledge a great curiosity to witness their 
wonderful performances. 

Forty-eight cases of small-pox have been 
recorded at the Jeffersonville Penitentiary 
and four deaths. Forty cases were under 
treatment on Thursday. 

Our merchants appear to be doing a thrifty 
business, notwithstanding the unnavigable 
condition of the river. The local trade has 
been unusually lively since the commence- 
ment of the year. 

All the ice-houses within the limts of our 
city are packed to their utmost capacity with 
a superior quality of ice. This item next 
summer will be considered “a big thing on 
ice." 

A largs number of volunteers from Perry 
and Crawford counties will arrive at Camp 
Noble, New Albany, as soon as the ice block- 
ade in the Ohio river is raised. 

General Grant was taking observations in 
Nashville at latest acconnts. 

The resignation of an officer high in com- 
mw^in this department has been currently 
reported during the past week. 

We learn that the repairs of the Nashville 
and Chattanooga Railroad are nearly done, 
and that it is expected the road will be in 
running order through to Chattanooga by 
Monday next. This will facilitate the move- 
ent of troops and supplies very materially. 

A great number of locomotives and cars for 
military railroads now being constructed in 
this State and others below have, recently ar- 
rived, and we understand that a largo number 
are awaiting shipment to this city, and will 
be forwarded as soon as navigation opens. 

The funeral of our lamented young friend 
T. Spilman has been postponed until this 
morning at 10 o’clock, when it will take 
place fiom the residence of his mother, on 
Chestnut street, between Jackson and Han- 
cock. 

Pick-pockets, robbers, and highwaymen are 
doing a brisk business all over the country. 

An accident occurred on the Ohio and 
Mississippi Railroad yeBterday, by which the 
cars were thrown off the track, about thirty 
miles east of Seymour. We did not learn the 
extent of the damages. The train was delay- 
ed 12 hours, and we consequently failed to 
receive our Eastern mail. 

We would caution the saloon-keepers of our 
city against selling liquor to soldiers, as there 
is a heavy penalty imposed upon all who are 
found guilty of this offence, and it will be 
rigidly enforced. Several fatal difficulties 
have lately occurred from the violation of this 
law, and the military authorities are deter- 
ned to enforce its observance. “A word to 
tbeYSiifc” &c. 

It is reported that counterfeit five-dollar 
notes on the Bank of the State of Indiana are 
in circulation, having much the appearance of 
the genuine — the red back and all other fea- 
tures. 

— The benefit of M’lle Z je at 
the Louisville Theatre was well attended last 
evening, and the audience were delighted, as 
usual’, with the excellent rendition of her 
part. The Flying Dutchman will be presented 
to-night, and the performance will conclude 
with the laughable farce entitled, “Grafted 
into the Army."

Edwin Adams excels, is up for to-night at 
Wood’s Theatre. This, perhaps, will be the 
last night this season our citizens will see this 
great tragedian, and we hope there will be a 
lull attendance. The Wind-Mill, au amusing 
afterpiece, will conclude the performance.

5tr. Ranteey introduced a bill anViorizing 
Minnesota and Wisconsin to extend then- 
ccmnjon boundary, 4c. Referred. 

3!r. Conneaa piesented a resolution o?in 
qnirj' aa to the failure of tbe overlaad mail 
io California for the last tiro months. 

Mr. Henderson presented t hello use bill, tyro- 
viding for a deficiency ia the aftnropriatioa 
to pay the officers and men in the Dep ittment 
of the Missouri. 

The Enrolment bill was then taken up. 

Mr. Wilson offered an amendment, {riving 
dratted men a bounty of $ 100 , placing them 
on a fooling with volunteers, and reducing 
the term of service to two yearn. 

The amendment was opposed by Messrs. 
Conness and Clark. 

0c motion of Mr. Henderson, all prior or- 
ders were suspended, and the House Bill, p-» 
vidinf; for (be dificiency in the appropriation 
for paying the officers and men in the west- 
ern Depailment of the Missouri, was consid- 
eied, and after an amendment was passed. The 
bill appropriates $7,600,000. 

Mr. Lane, of^ Kansas, offered a resolution 
celling upon the Secretary of the Treasury 
for the names of the Special Agents and As- 
sistants now in the employ of "the Treasury 
Department, the States from which they were 
appointed, their operations, pay, and emolu- 
ments, which was agreed to. 

The Senate, in Committee of tbe Whole, 
then proceeded to the consideration of the 
enrolment bill. 

Mr. Doolittle proposed an amendment pro- 
b'd iting enlisted men from serving aa substi- 
tutes except in regiments from States where 
they enlisted. 

Mr. Clarke asked leave to withdraw his 
amendment allowing volunteers to funrnish 
substitutes. Passed. 

Mr. Nesbitt moved that the Senate rescind 
its action of yesterday in returning the $300 
commutation clause. He thought that while 
tbe country was looking to the Senate for a 
feasible measure to secure soldiers to crush 
the rebellion, the Senate was amusing the 
country with schemes of how to do the work. 
It was time to look the matter boldly in the 
face; tbe war had been a chapter of accidents; 
he might say a comedy of errors. The amend- 
ment w as rejected. 

Mr. Sumner renewed his amendment requir- 
ing a tax on incomes. Rejected. 

Mr. Doolittle moved to amend by making 
persons who have resided in the United States 
one year aud have voted at any elections lia- 
ble to draft. Adopted. 

Mr. Sherman renewed his amendment to 
substitute $500, instead of $300, as the maxi- 
mum for commutation. 

Mr. Lane, of Indiana, would, without dis- 
courtesy to Ihe Senate, move to amend the 
title of the bill a 3 it now stauds by calling it 
a bill to raise a tax by lottery from certain 
able-bodied men who are unwilling to enter 
the- service. [Laughter.] He would vote 
against tbe expensive, impracticable, cumber- 
some bill. He wanted a -conscription bill. 
This was not such a bill; nora bill of revenue. 

Wr. Harris moved to amend Mr. Sherman's 
amendment by inserting $400, instead of $500, 
as the price of commutation. Carried — 22 to 
19. 

On motion of Mr. Johnjon the Senate ad- 
journed till to-morrow. 

BOUSE. 

Tbe Hoo 6 e proceeded to the consideration 
of the contested election case. 

Mr. Frank, of New York, g-»ve notice of a 
biil to provide new classifications of pensions 
according to the extent and nature of disa- 
bility. Although it haa been decided that tbe 
amnesty of the President does not extend to 
prisoners of- war as a class, nevertheless he is 
prepared to give such individuals among them 
its benefit, when examination into their in- 
dividual cases demonstrates the propriety of 
the act JH his part.

The Horse will insist that tbe price o? com- 
mutation under the Enrolment act shall bs 
over $300. 

Fernando Woon was before the House on 
public expenditures this morning, to mahe a 
statement respecting the New York Cnstom 
House. 

Tbe Baltimore American announces that 
10,000 boxes and barrels have beeu sent to 
our prisoners at Richmond. Hencefjrth any- 
thing sent to the American office will be for- 
warded to the rebel capitol. Onr prisoners 
are not now suffering for the want of clothing. 

Two delegations were beforo the Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means this moraing urging 
that a tax shall be levied on crude oil instead 
of refined. 

Tbe Committee on Reconstruction in the 
rebe'jStates will very soon report a bill. 

St. Louis, Jan. 15. 

Brigadier-General McNeil, commanding the 
Department of the Frontier, arrived to-night 
from Fort Smith under orders from depart- 
ment headquarters to act as a witness in tbe 
case of W. B. Strocken, late Provost Marshal 
ol Northeastern Missouri. 

The General reports the rebels in Arkansas 
suffering severely from the cold weather 
which extended through the South. 

Kirby Smith, commanding the Department 
of Mississippi, had been ordered North, the 
ArkansiaDs and Missourians refusing to go 
further South. 

Deeeriers in large numbers are coming into 
our lines, acknowledging the rebel cause 
hopelessly lost. 

Washington, Jan. 13. 

Hon. John Kerr, of ladiana, has been nom- 
inated by the President to the Senate for con- 
firmation as Deputy Solicited of the United 
Slates Court of Claims, in place of Richard 
Bates, resigned. 

Colonel Ralstoff, the Danish Minister, re- 
turned to Washington yesterday, and to-day 
had a private interview with the President, 
in which expressions of the kindest feelings 
on the part of both governments were inter- 
changed. 

This gentleman ha 3 been absent on a special 
mission to China, where be negotiated a treaty' 
for bis government.

The remedy he proposes baa been usel in Ibis 
vicinity for several years past, and we ca'l upon 
Our horticultural friends to say with what suc- 
cess. The subject is cne of great importance 
to all engaged in fruit culture, as the enemy is 
increasing every year, and not only the p'ttm, 
nectarine, apricot, but the p:ach, apple, and 
pear, show the effects of his proboseif. We 
must try and invent some Greek tire or other 
remedy, cr still continue to suffer:

Eds. Prairie Farmer: I enclose a letter I 
received from Hon. Anson M Her, of Rock- 
ford, one of our leading amateur hor.icultu- 
rists If, as the Judge believes (and I think 
it feasible), it will prove ihe greatest advance- 
ment into the enemy’s (of the p'um) country 
yet made. I would fay to all who have trees 
and desire the plum, aud who does not? to try 
it and report results. 

LEWIS ELLSWORTH. 

Hon. Lewis Ellsworth — My Dear Sir: 
Yen may recollect that in my essry on Plum 
Cu'ture, before our Horticultural Society, a 
few years s'ncc, I recommended the throwing 
of slacked lime into and around the plum trees 
when wet with dew, to j revent the ravages of 
lire eurcu’io. 

Let me now give you a more effectual mode 
for applying the lime: Prepare very thin white- 
wash, say a peek of lime to a half barrel of 
water; mix and dissolve thoroughly and apply 
to the branches of the trees with a large 
syringe or squ : rt-gun, till the whole trie is 
well whitewashed Commence doing this on 
the fall of the blossoms, and as soon as 'the 
ye ung plums appear. 

Ke p the tree well coated with this wash 
during the few weeks in which the insects 

work. 

The wash shculd be app'ied in dry weatlic-, 
and especially after a he ivy rain — twice a week 
wi 1 be often enough in ordinary weather. 

A large wooden syringe can be cheaply and 
cari y prepared; the wash can be conveniently 
Carried to ihc trees in a bucket, and very little 
time will be required for the operation. 

Thus far the remedy has proved successful, 
and our choice plums have been preserved. 
We have a very favorable climate for growing 
th’s most luscious of fruits, as was shown by 
the superior spec mens exhibited at our State 
Horticultural Socie y in this city the present 
year 

Plunt trees io the gardens as well as in the 
groves flourish well in all this region, aid if 
wc can prevent the workings of the cucuiio we 
can have plums in abundance.

A Remarkable Cranuerrt Swamp. — Mr. 
Wetherell, one of the editors of the B.'s’on 
Cultivator, gives the following account of the 
improvement effected by Dr. A. D. Miller, on 
a won bless swamp in Franklin, about 25 miles 
ft cm Boston, which he visited on the 25th of 
November last * Mr. W. 6ays: 

“Something like ten years since this swamp 
was covered ever w.th a growth of alders, dog- 
wood, white map'es, anil other swamp shrubs, 
which covered the ground '1 b y were cleared 
off, and a di-ch cut rhrough the swamp for the 
brock, which before ran through a very crook- 
eel ch. nnel. Ditches were then opened from 
the uplands on each side, which are g avelly 
and sandy, leading into the main ditch. A 
dam was eonstrucied ucro.s the stamp, which 
serves the purpose of fl rw’iug it aud also that 
of a road io puss .across it. In the winter the 
swamp was usually flowed, and gravel, this 
being better t' an sand, war drawn on to the 
ice and spread. Af erwards it. was planted to 
cranberry callings, in drills about 18 inches 
apa’t, this, from expci icnce, proving to be a 
suita’ le distance apart. How many cove ings 
of gravel bave been put on was not learned; 
but several, judg ng from the excavations 
whence removed. 

“About taelve or fourteen acres of this 
swamp lave been planted; and to favorable is 
it situated, that it can be covered with water iu 
a little more than an hour’s time. Th r brook 
is of such capaciiv, with the aid of a reservoir 
above the cultivated ground, that the plants 
can be protected fr,m foot t at any searon when 
there is any danger. 

“The crcp of the past season was about one 
thousand one hundred brrrels, of very nice 
fruit, and of remarkable s ze. I brought away 
a couple cf berries that measured neatly three 
inches in circumference. The crop was ail 
picked by hand, at a cost of nearly two thou- 
sand dollars. At one time, said Dr. Miller’s 
fu.mcr, two bundled persons might have been 
seen in lhat swamp picking cranberries. It 
was a lively scene. After they were gathered, 
they were taken to the hou:c, where they were 
sorted, that is to fav, the soft berries, after 
wirnowiog them, were cull d out by women 
end girls, preparatory to barrelling. 

“When Dr. Miller (test contemplated the 
cranberry culture of this swamp, he visited 
Mr. Joiepli Breck, the well-known seedsm-m 
of No:th Market street, Boston, aid asked 
h m tow to go to werk. Ml B.eck said he 
cou'd not tell him; then ho asked him for the 
best work on cranberry culture. Mr. B. told 
him he did not know o r any he could recom- 
merd; then said Dr. Miller, ‘Can you tell me 
of a man I can employ lhat knows something 
about it?’ and Mr. Breck said he could no’. 
‘Well,’ replied Dr. M, ‘th n I will try and 
tee what I can do. ’ The result and the mode 
of doing it is briefly stated above, as learned 
from Dr. Miller and Mr. Desmond, his farmer. 

“Dr. M. has informed the writer, since visit- 
ing the cranberry swamp, that the fruit has 
generally been sold so far as it is ma keted, at 
the curient price, though some of it was sold 
for lift en dollars a barrel. Ca'l the average 
price ten dollars a barrel, and eleven hundred 
barrels will bring the snug little sum of eleven 
thou and do.lars. This beats tobacco raising 
out of sight, as the saying is. 

“One of tbe peculiar advantages possessed 
by Dr. Mi lerover most of the owners of swamp 
lands, is, the facili y with which he can fl ,w it 
jit all seasons of the year, thus guarding the 
growing crop from bo:h late sp-ing frosts and 
early autumn fros’s; and besides, gives him the 
power to destroy insects that sometimes infect 
the vines. Swamp land < that can be as quickly 
flowed, and as quickly dra ; ned as Dr. Miller’s, 
cannot be used more profitably than by grow- 
ing cranberries as it would seem by tlie Doc- 
tor’s experience. It is a'so easily gravelled ir 
the winter by flowing it. ”

How Much Farmers Lose by Allow- 
ing tiieir Cows TO become I’oor. — I’, is a 
New England maxim, that “farmers camot 
afford to keep poor cows, nor to keep cows 
poor.” Taking either horn of this dilemma, 
their is abundant ground to show, bev.nd a 
doubt, that it is the very worst system of prlicy 
that a farmer can practice, to keep his cows on 
such a stinted supply of food that they will in- 
evitably become poor and emaciated, or, to 
keep them on poor food or on such fodder as 
will afford very little milk or very little n mr- 
lshment to the animal. 

When cows have been kept on little ford un. 
tilthey showevety rib in their bodies, and the r 
necks have fallen downward, like the neck of 
an Asiatic dromedary, they cannot be profita- 
ble to their owners. And why? Because, a 
poor cow will not gite as rich milk, nor as 
much of it, as Ihe s -me cow w ml 1 give were 
she tolerably fat. Now, if the milk be poor, 
of cocrse a much larger quantity of it will be 
required to make a pound of butter or a pound 
of cheese And, if a cow be poor, a large 
proportion of the material that would go to 
incite rich cream, were the cow fleshy, is se- 
creted to rourish her animal system. For the 
reasoD, when we feed poor cows food that has 
an abundance of cream-producing, or but er- 
forming material in it, we often wonder why 
it is that the milk is so poor — wbi e and thin— 
wbcn it ought to be thick, like thin cream, and 
yellow as gold. 

On the other hand, when we feed poor fod ■ 
dcr to cows that are in good condition the milk 
will be poor, because so much of the material 
that would go to make milk is secreted to 
nourish the system before it reaches the lacteal 
gh mis. 

Now, ihrn, suppose a cow loses, during the 
foddering season, only one hundred pounds of 
flesh and fat. Very many cows lose more than 
two hundred pounds during that time. Every 
p und of flesh and fat that is lost is equal to 
one pound of bu ter or to two pounds of the 
best cheese. And if a cow is in good heal hy 
condition — not as fat as fat beef — and loses one 
hundred pounds of fat, as soon as she receives 
a good supply of food she will begin to increase 
in flesh and fat. Therefore, her system will 
take up cream producing material enough, in 
replacing the one hundred pounds which she 
lost, to have made one hnnd ed pounds of good 
butter or two hundr.d or more pounds of good 
cheese. 

There is no evading this logic, and there is 
no dodging these conclusions. Common sense, 
philosophy, and experience all will substantiate 
thfse considerations. 

How much, then, is one hundred pounds of 
butter worth? Let every farmer answer for 
himself. And, when he reflects on this sub- 
ject, let him remember that it is a very easy 
matter for a cow to lose one or more pounds of 
flesh daily, which is worth, in cash, more than 
one pound of butter. S. E TODD. 



Temale rMOGc.tERS Caught. — A Wash- 
ington despatch states that a few days ago Miss 
Elizabeth B.ilgood, sister of Mr. Bid goo I, 

' ookseller pnd stationer ia Riehmonl, till 
Mis. Frances Livy, started from Washington 
by stage for Richmond. 

Four la’-f c trunks, several cirpet hags, and 
a number of bundles comprised their baggage. 
Tluir jourmy was interrupted, fcovever, by 
Co'oncl L. C. Baker, n ar Fort Tobicco, who 
arrested the twain and brought them and tieir 
baggage to town. An investigation of the 
rucks, bags, and bundles disclosed clrths, 
s Iks, haT dkerchiefp, hose. &c , wh'ch would 
have reafily brought in Richmond twelve or 
lift en tl ousand dollars. The goads were 
packed in the most skilful manner to escape 
detect! n. Handkerchiefs, towels, ande*en 
i lo hs were sti chid together to be passed off 
a-| undershir s. Mins’ half ho e were very 
adroitly rolled up inside of ladies’ stockings, 
end t very pass bit device us d to conceal the 
real nature and value of the articles. In ad- 
dition to the div good-, Misr Bidgood had a 
largo mail sewed into her skirts. An account 
current with a firm in New York showed a 
balance of about $2,500 in favor of the South- 
ern depisitors, who had forwarded drafts to 
New York, where they were sold. The ladies 
had also about $1,200 in Confederate money 
with them. The correspondence implicated a 
numlier of persons, and several arrests have 
since lieen made. The two ladies are now in 
j the Old C apitol. 

Condition of the South — Sturt/ of a Five 
! Months' Residence in RebeUom . — John T. 
Luck, of Dubuque, Iowa, furnishes the Times 
of that city the following statement of what 
he observed in the South while a prisoner i a the 
hands of the rebels: 

While ass’s ing in the cate cf our wounded 
on the morning of July 19, near Fort Wag- 
ne-, Morris Island, S. C., I was taken prison- 
j er by • ho rebels, and transferred to the city of 
Charlestcn, there paroled, givtn the liberty of 
I the city, and allowed to help to at ten I to our 
wounded that bad fallen into rebel h ends, and 
were then in the Prisoners’ Hospital in the 
city. 

At the Prisoners’ Hovpital I found 318 of 
onr meD, 55 of whom were negroes. I never 
saw wcucdid men more irjjred. Of the en- 
tire cumber, not ten could help themselves, 
and there weic no: 50 that did not require am- 
putation. All the wounded were unattended 
to form the time of attack till tho morning of 
July 20. The weather was exceedingly warm 
Ni ither water nor food could be obtained for 
them for 24 hours after their injury. They had 
been taken from tbe battle-field in ambulant eg 
and up to the city in strain rs, and I kn J\v 
that many a poor follow diei during that trans- 
form nee 

The Pr.soners’ Hospitrl is a brek building, 
formerly a neg o auction mart— four st rics 
high, and about forty by eighty fret in size. 
Every room was filled with wounded. The 
place swarmed with flics, and in spite cf all 
we could do the wounds would ge’ in a hor- 
rible state. The rebel authorities supplied an 
abundance of chloroform, spirits, fool, and 
medicines, and the rebel surgeons were all un- 
remffring in their attentions, and, with but one 
exception, skilful and careful men. And here 
I will say, once for all, that during my entire 
experience in rebeldom I did nut receive an 
ui kmd word f om arebel officer. 

The rebel euigcors and myself wo ked day 
an ! night till nearly all tbe suffrrers had been 
made as comfortable a- p ’stible, and sent with- 
in our lines, when I wag put iaja.il. 

During my stay in Charleston I had wan- 
deied free!) abrui the ci y. The buried dis- 
trict remains as the fire left it — not a brick of 
tho ruins has been touched, and the streets of 
that recti n a^e grass-grown and do erted. 
Broad ktr. et, in olden limes the business street 
and farhionable promenude of ihe city, though 
yet the principal avenue, is dull aid absolute- 
ly sad looking. Not onr s’ore in ten i s occu- 
pied, and those u ed have vast y more empty 
shelves than full ones. But few women and 
children arc in the city — no men but soldiers, 
for every business man, .however weal by or 
respectable, i» compelled to shoulder his mus 
ket. Trulv famine slid darkness and gl join 
eflshroud the pltu e. Every day, while there, I 
saw great numbers of negroes mustered at tho 
foot of Bioad street preparatory to being scat 
down to work on the co. st defenc 'g. 

From Charleston I was taken to Columbia, 
the capital of Sou h Ca olina. Columbia be- 
ing remote from the sea, is, the rebels think, 
sale, and being a beautifully situated place, it 
ia now the temporary home cf many refuge. s 
Ircnr captured and threatened ci’ies and dis- 
tricts of tho South. Th'sc refuge s are, mo t 
of ttem, of the former wealthier classes, aad 
have brought w ith them their carriages, ser- 
vants, and va ious ether paraphernalia From 
tbe window cf cur pri on in Columbia we 
could look cut upon the prine pa! s reet of the 
city, and every afternoon could see many la- 
dies out riding or walking. At first they 
greeted us rather unkindly, but ere we left 
Columbia all tli ir tplei did carriage-horses 
had b en impre sed, and they fc't rather less 
aide r in their bad caus >, and bcgan.giviug us 
compromising n ds, winks, and oth r little 
recognizing oveitures. 

From Columbia I was sent to Richmond. 
During my journey through S uth Carolina, 
North Carolina, and Virginia, I think I saw 
icboldom behind the scenes, aid I never felt so 
fu ly that the Union cause is sure to succe d, 
and that the rebellion is on its last legs 
Throughout the whole part of the “Confeder- 
acy” that I taw, and it is said to he the most* 
preeperous portion, every m in from sixteen 
o sixty has b.en conscripted. Intirsni iis, such 
as hernia, the less of an eye, a tiff join’, or a 
sent -palsied l mb, do not exempt t' cm! Men 
loth to go, and this is often the case with those 
of the conhwestern part of Sou h C rohaa 
and the wc6to:n part of N rth Carolina, are 
ccmpclkd to do so, and are taken hurriedly 
f:om their homes and putin Columbia jail, and 
as often as twenty are caught, they are scat to 
— itsua'lt — some far off part of the country, 
where the reb' Is have a large body of troops. 

Many of the Carolinians sc k refuge in the 
“bush,” as’ they call it. Th y a-c hunted 
down with bounds and b ought into Columbia 
with their hands ti.d bchini them, and they 
ti d together. I saw this. No'wi branding 
the thoroughness of the conrcription, no one 
murmurs alvud, but many a poor devil of a 
coLSCtipt has told me how he ha cd the rebel 
rule and longed for Union. 

Fatal Effects of the Frost — A Whole 
Family liurntd Oat and Frozen to Death — By 
a pass, nger who arrived here on th) Central 
R.iboid last night, from the W s‘, w> learn 
of ore cf the most fearful and heartrend ng af- 
fa’rs that has ever occurred in this section of 
the count y, namely, that a fami'y of siren 
p rsens were fr zen to death during the cold 
weather on Friday last. About thirty miles 
from the boundary line between Michigan and 
Indiana, in the latt.r S ate, about midway be- 
tween Cen revile and Crown Point, lived a 
Geiman, with bis wife and five children, named 
Krutzer. The o’dtst was a boy of seven years 
of.age, the next b®y of five, and three girl ■, all 
of less sge th n the boys, tbe youngest but an 
i' fant. 

The country where the family resided is very 
rolling, and the tniw had d ifted into the hol- 
lows, making tho roads almost if not wholly 
impassable for even pedestrians. 

The driver of the stage coach coming from 
Crown Point to Like, via Centreville, found 
that Krutztr’s dwelling bad been burned to 
the ground, it is supposed the night previously, 
but none of the family were to be seen. Abo it 
a mile further on, however, he w.,b horrified 
to find the father and two boy) frozen to death. 
The boys were in the father’s’ a-ms, and it is 
supposed that he had fallen with them after 
hat ing been so far affected w th the frost as 
not to be able to proceed. The three c irptes 
were placed in the stage, but before it had p-o- 
ceeded more than a quarter of mile on its des- 
tina'ion, the body of the eldest girl was found 
in a snow drift, with a shawl wrapped clo rely 
around it, where it had doubtless been depos- 
ited by its weary mother whil • yet a’ive, in the 
hope that some chance traveller migh rescue 
it from an impending fa’c This corpse, too, 
was pla cd in the coach, and again it started 
on its way, only to fiad, after t-avl iag a short 
distance, the lifeless rcmiios of the mother, 
with the two J0uugc9t children. The body of 
the mother was standing erect in a snow drift 
wit i the children in hei a ms, the youngest one 
being at the breast. 

The seven lifeless bodies were conveyed to 
Centreville by the d'iverof the stage, at which 
place they were decently ine-rel by the in 
habitants. 

This is ceartainly the most appdling disas- 
ter that it bits ever been oar duty to reerrd. 
and the bare recital of ihc farts could n it fail 
to bring a shudder cvui to a heart of stone. 
A wfole family ushered int» the presence of 
their Creator, and none to tc’l tho tale of suf- 
f ring.
